SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The newspaper entitled New Truth & TV Extra March 31, 1995 depicts sexual content 
involving nude and semi-nude women being marketed for sexual activity and 
describes the activity in explicit detail. The sexual advertisements for telephone sex, 
videotapes of a sexual nature, and sexual appliances - all for purchase, is presented 
amongst articles of a general interest which includes TV listing and sports events. The 
extent, degree and manner of the material which degrades and dehumanises women 
in the newspaper is not such that the availability of the newspaper is likely to be 
injurious to the public good if restricted to an adult audience. In view of the explicit 
nature of the display of sex for sale in various forms and the intended purpose and 
availability of the newspaper, the Classification Office finds that the newspaper is likely 
to be injurious to the public good unless its viewing is restricted to an adult audience. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies New Truth & TV Extra March 31, 1995 
namely: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
